La Brea oil pits, a few miles to the 
northwest, developed into a verit- 
able mine of, prehistoric animal 
fossili. 


According to Dr. "William A. 


Bryan, director of the Lo» Angeles 
Museum of History, Science and 
Art, the fifth skeleton brought to 
light Is much better preserved and 
more complete than the other four. 
It was found In an upright position, 
Imbedded In th» water-logged wall 
of the pit, lt» empty-eye-sockets 
dropping moisture weirdly akin to 
teari. 


Meanwhile, J. W. Lytle, bone 


preparatory expert at the museum,

ments of the thigh bone of one of 
the first skeletons found indicate 
that It belonged to a man seven 
feet or more in height. The femur 
measures 3S% Inches in length, he 
said, whereas that of the average 
modern man runs ab^ut 16 inches.
